Tho claim of New York to bo the city 
in which the World's Fair of 1892 is to 
he held is clearly siijierior to that of any 
"tiler city oii tlie continent. It is nl it- 
self (lie best exiioncnt of the progress 
that has been maile in North Amorica 
siiiee its discovery. It is ono of tho 
"Kiny wonderful results ot that progress. 
Although Amorica is so young Now 
Vork is already the fourth city of the 
world. 

Washington and CliicaL'o are eoiiti'inl- 
iiij^ for the honor, hilt it is eviilf nl I li.al 
they will h.ivi: lo givi- way lo New 
^"ork, which by universal consent is al 
lowed to hi% from every point of view, 
tho greatest city on the continent. It 
is proposed to make this exhibition a 
national enterpiisi'. The (iovcrnmeiit 
of the United .Sl.ilr.s \rill undi rtake its 
iiianageuient ami invite the eo-opeiation 
of other nations. It will no doubt bo a 
inagiiifieenl exposition not only ot tho 
continent's progress, but ot the world's 
indnstiy. There will be tlmo enough 
between it and the pi eseiil I'aris h'xpo- 
silion to create' a desire among the n.i- 
iioiis of tho world for another 
niagniliJont show. Tho peoples of 
I'Juropo will ho by that time
